Why at first were civiak expecta- 
tions held for the crop, and then 
such pessimistic 
estimates made? The answer is re- 
vealed in the chart printed above, 
which shows the percentage of rain 
that fell each month over the three 
‘provinces, as compared with. nor- 
mal. It will be observed. that the 
precipitation which occurred during 
the previous fall, and the rains 
which fell in April and May were 
approximately normal, which would 
warrant a normal crop of 100% 
condition. Then, however, came the 
heavy June rains, 55% better than 
normal, These’ quite anugsual raing 
promoted a. most generous growth 
of wheat plant, both in thickness of 
stand and in height of straw.. So it 
is easily understandable that many
